,my of the train crew or any of the 
railroad men at .Litchficld to turn the 
switch, for the house track was not 
needed that day. 
Between the few 


minutes of the passing of No. 19 and 
the coming of No. 11 the mischief was 
done. 


"I have learned this morning that 


the total killed was eighteen. 
The 


number of injured I do not yet defi- 
nitely know. 
I have instructed my 


office force to give any particulars 
obtained tn the public. 
I know the 


anxiety felt by many about their loved 
lines.

The cause of the wreck was "9, mys-

few miiHiles later a freight train, go- 
inff north, passed the switch, which is 
a mile north of the Ijitchfield station 
and took a siding at Jfoncy Bend, three 
miles further on, where it was passed 
by soutk bound train No, 11, which was 
wrecked at 5:36. 


As evidence that the switch had not 


been left open by tho crew of the north 
bound freight, is cited the fa.ct that the 
piisxc-nKer train dashed into cars on the 
sidlnff but five car lengths from the 
end of tho track, showing1 that there 
was not room on that track for the 
IOHK freight train.
